A FEW  SUGGESTIONS  ON  THE  CULTURE  OF 
THE  GLADIOLUS 

Plant  the  bulbs  from  the  first  of  May  till  July  for  a 
succession  of  bloom,  in  a rich  loamy  soil  and  sunny 
location,  about  five  inches  deep  and  six  or  eight  inches 
apart.  The  soil  should  be  well  spaded  or  ploughed, 
after  covering  with  well  rotted  barn  yard  manure,  or  a 
liberal  sprinkling  of  bone  meal.  Ten  pounds  will  cover 
fifty  square  feet. 

Do  not  let  your  garden  get  dry,  a good  soaking  once 
or  twice  a week  is  better  than  a wetting  every  day. 
Keep  the  soil  loose  and  free  from  weeds.  When  cut- 
ting the  bloom,  leave  at  least  four  leaves  on  the  plant 
to  mature  the  bulb.  After  the  heavy  frosts  in  October, 
dig  the  bulbs,  dry  in  the  sun  for  one  or  tv7o  days  and 
store  away  in  a dry  cool  cellar,  about  forty  degrees  is 
the  best  temperature. 

As  our  stocks  are  not  all  of  the  same  size,  some  may 
run  short,  we  advise  ordering  early  to  avoid  disappoint- 
ment.
